As will be seen from the tables given below, there 
was some recovery last month in both import and 
export values as compared with June. That month, 
however, besides being shorter, was affected by 
Whitsun. At the same time, with a continued fall 
in prices the movement of imports did not differ 
materially in July, while that of exports was 
greater.

toumanian currency was definitely stabilised at 
the beginning of 1929 and, while all the results ex- 
pected therefrom have not yet occurred, general 
opinion, writes the Commercial Secretary, H.M.

Returns for the first half of the year show an out- 
ward balance of passengers from the United King- 
dom to non-European countries of only 929 as com- 
pared with one of 30,948 in the corresponding period 
of 1929. There was a heavy decrease in British 
emigration, viz., from 76,572 to 56,041.

Coal.—Exports of coal during July were more than 
in the preceding month, but less than in May or in 
July last year. An improvement was recorded in the 
average value realised, this being 16s. 9d. per ton, as 
compared with 16s. 8d. per ton in May and 16s. 5d. 
in June respectively. 


Iron and Steel, etc.—The quantity of iron and steel 
and manufactures thereof exported during the month 
was considerably greater than the quantity exported 
during June, and was also in excess of the average 
quantity exported monthly during this year. ‘The 
decline, as compared with last year, was greatest in 
crude iron and steel. Exports of machinery showed 
the same movement as is noted above for iron and 
stecl, while, as compared with the first seven months 
of last year, exports declined by under 10 per cent. in 
quantity and by about 8 per cent. in value. The number 
of motor cars and chassis exported was more, and the 
number of motor cycles exported was less, than in 
June, and in each case there was a very substantial 
fall as compared with July, 1929. Exports of loco- 
motives were considerably less than a year ago, but an 
increased number and tonnage of new merchant ships 
were exported, motor vessels, in particular, showing a 
substantial increase, both in the month and in the 
seven months. 


l'cxtiles.—Exports of cotton yarns showed a further 
decline in July and were 80 per cent. less than in July 


last year. 





Kixports of cotton piece-goods, though sub- 
stantially more than in June, were less than in earlier 
months of the year, the average for which was 266 mil- 
lion square yards, while in July only 197 million 
square yards were exported. ‘The exports to China 
were exceptionally small, amounting to only 2:2 mil- 
ion square yards in the month, as compared with 
dv) million square yards in January to July of this 
year and 102°0 million square yards in the correspond- 
ing period last year. 

the quantity of woollen and worsted yarns exported 
was more than in June and also more than the average 
lor the preceding months of this year, though con- 
siderably less than the average for the corresponding 
period of last year. Exports of woollen and worsted 
tissues, 10-1 million square yards, were more than the 
monthly average (9°8 million square yards) for the 
rst half of this year, but substantially smaller than 
the monthly average (18-4 million square yards) for the 
corresponding period last year. 

Exports of artificial silk tissues also showed an im- 
provement as compared with earlier months of this 
year, but in the case of linen piece-goods there was a 
marked decline from a monthly average of 5-9 million 
square yards to a total of 4-8 million square yards in 
July. 


Imported Merchandise.—There was a decrease of 
13 million in the value of re-exports during July as 
compared with a year ago. A substantial decline was 
recorded in the value of the re-exports of raw cotton, 

bber, non-ferrous metals and manufactures thereof, 
‘nd the manufactured oils group, and each of these 
sroups showed a marked decline in the seven months 
ended July as compared with the corresponding period 
ist year. An increase was recorded in the value of 
uw wool re-exported in July, but in the seven months 
‘he total value of this product re-exported declined 
rom £17-7 to £12-6 million. Re-exports of undressed 
hides and skins declined by £2°4 million in the seven 
mont hs ended July, the decline for July alone, however, 
being only £41,000. 
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ROUMANIA. 


STABILISED CURRENCY—BRITISH 
TRADE. 

It has been the general experience of countries which 
have returned to the gold standard after a period of 
monetary instability that some time has been required 
for an adjustment to take place in order, not only that a 
fixed international value should be given to the legal 
coinage, but also that the prices of commodities should 
regain their equilibrium and that fluctuations in the 
selling and buying prices of goods should be reduced 
to a minimum. 

Roumania, whose currency was stabilised at the be- 
ginning of 1929, has been no exception to this rule, 
writes the Commercial Secretary, H.M. Legation, 
Bucharest in his *Report on Economic Conditions in 
Roumania. How long she will need in order to resume 
pre-war conditions cannot be foreseen, but, given a cer- 
tain measure of good fortune and perseverance in 
facing the necessary burden of taxation, the period of 
regeneration should not be a protracted one, more 
especially as the currency had, de facto, been stabilised 
for at least a year previously. 

The effects of stabilisation have been manifold. 
Firstly, by the end of the year the Government was 
enabled to prepare a definite Budget according to a 
fixed standard; it was able for the first time since the 
war, to calculate with comparative certainty what its 
expenses were likely to be during the coming year, 
while the incidence of taxation could also be measured 
with a certain degree of accuracy. Secondly, the 
National Bank, by being made independent of political 
influences, was placed in a position to exercise its 
rightful banking fluctuations, thus assisting the real 
interests of trade. 


Position In Harty Montus or 1929. 

At the time when stabilisation was effected the finan- 
cial and general economic outlook had not been 
sloomier since 1922. The Budget deficit for 1928— 
exclusive of the State railways—was estimated by the 
Minister of Finance at 4 milliard lei. Actually it was 
nearly 5 milliards and advances had to be obtained 
from the National Bank to meet pressing engagements. 
The State railways were known to have a deficit of 
several milliard lei. Again, the balance of trade for 
1928 had shown a deficit of approximately 54 milliard 
lei (against a surplus of 4} milliard in 1927) mainly on 
account of the previous year’s bad harvest, and the 
abnormal severity of the first winter months did not 
augur any good for the new season's crops. 

This then was the situation that had to be faced in 
March of last year. The Government’s first concern 
was to take steps to restore confidence abroad, and 
various modifications were enacted in the Mining Law, 
the Commercialisation Law, and the Law for the 
Autonomy of the State Railways and of the Post Office, 
while one of still greater importance, the long-delayed 
Customs tariff, was devised to reduce import duties on 
manufactured articles where possible, in order to 
diminish the cost of living to the peasant population. 

During the first two months of 1929 agriculture and 
industry felt the pinch severely and exports fell off 
sravely. Although imports also declined and the de- 
mand for foreign currency to meet foreign payments 
was therefore less, the National Bank felt obliged 
eradually to reduce the note circulation from 20,150 
million lei in March to 18,800 million lei in June—the 
lowest figure of the year. The Bank rate, which for 
a long time had remained at 6 per cent., was raised 
to 8 per cent. on May 38, to 934 per cent. on May 14 
for discount and 104 per cent. for loans—a measure 
considered necessary to preserve the prescribed pro- 
portion of metal cover for the fiduciary currency, the 
legal minimum having been fixed at 35 per cent. 

The poor state of trade, which undoubtedly was 
accountable for the decline of imports, especially tex- 
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tiles, from Great Britain, adversely affected the Bourse 
and even gilt-edged shares and stocks fell rapidly in 
value. For the first seven months of the year the 
economic situation of the country was fraught with 
creat difficulties—taxation continued to increase, and 
bank interest charges remained high with the result 
that there was more than the usual crop of protested 
bills, moratoria and bankruptcies. 
THe Later Montus. 

The first effects of stabilisation had not brought the 
relief to trade that had been popularly anticipated. In 
August a slight improvement set in. Abundant rains 
fell in June and July and the harvest was felt to be 
secure. By the end of November the Ministry of 
Agriculture was in a position to report a record har- 
vest. The National Bank was able to reflect the in- 
crease of the export trade, which from August onwards 
showed a favourable balance, by gradually increasing 
the currency in circulation to 22 milliard lei (at the 
end of October), while retaining the gold cash cover of 
27-98 per cent. and an actual cover of 48 per cent. 
The Bank rate was also reduced to 9 per cent. and 10 
per cent. respectively on November 23, 1929. As 
better trade seemed certain, in view of the crops report, 
shipping on the Danube again became active and con- 
tinued so until near the end of the year. 

Unfortunately, owing to the superabundant_ har- 
vests in the cereal producing countries of the world, 
with the possible exception of Russia, prices in those 
cereals which most affected Roumania began to drop 
to such a degree that, although Roumania had an ex- 
portable surplus of about 3 million tons, buyers could 
only be found with difficulty, if at all. In spite of 
this unsatisfactory situation, the National Bank 
statistics as well as the Government returns, show that 
the collection of taxes has given much better results 
than could have been foreseen, and whereas the 
Government finances showed a deficit at the end of 
1928 of 5 milliard lei, it was anticipated that the deficit 
for 1929 would not be more than one milliard lei. More- 
over, the railway debts previous to 1928 were wiped 
out, and for the first time for many years receipts 
almost balanced expenditure. 

‘The adverse balance of trade was also greatly reduced 
—from 5} milliard lei in 1928 to 980 million lei in 192! 
—principally by the export of cereals, oil, timber and 
cattle in the autumn months, and an effort was made 
to cope with the transport difficulties by the hire of 
locomotives from Germany. 

THE OUTLOOK. 

It was to be expected that, with the currency stabi- 
lised, the finances placed on a sound basis, and an 
excellent harvest, the anticipated general improvement 
would have taken place, but the lack of capital is a 
dead weight on the production of the country. 
Throughout the year the ruling rate of interest on loans 
to peasants and merchants went as high as 30 per cent. 
The accumulation of old debts had to be met by extra 
taxation, and, to sum up, one harvest does not bring 
entire relief. The experience of the first year of stabi- 
lisation, however, will prove to be a benefit in the long 
run, and general opinion inclines to the belief that the 
long expected improvement is in sight.

Thus we see that, while in 1927 and 1928 the trade 
balance was in favour of Great Britain, in 1929 the 
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pendulum swung well in favour of Roumania, nearly 
equalising the figures on the average. Nothing better 
illustrates than these figures how much Roumania de- 
pends upon her natural resources, the difference be- 
tween 1928 and 1929 being solely due to the harvest. 

Of the Roumanian import trade in the year under re- 
view 6:3 per cent. came from Great Britain—a falling 
off of 1-4 per cent. from 1928. (A detailed table of 
the exports from Great Britain to Roumania from 1926 
to 1928 is given in Appendix III. to the Report.) This 
decline mainly affected the Manchester and Bradford 
trades. The difference between the figures for 1928 and 
1929 is disturbing. In previous years any decrease in 
trade could be attributed to the instability of the cur- 
rency, but this was not the case in 1929, so that other 
causes must be deduced. These were, firstly, the de- 
cline in the purchasing power of the population owing 
(a) to the poor harvest of 1928 and (b) to the low prices 
of grain in 1929, and, secondly, the quite justifiable 
fear on the part of exporters regarding the ability of 
importers to meet their engagements. 

Promotion of Textile Trade.—As far as British firms 
are concerned, especially those dealing in textiles, it is 
the responsibility of the firm or of their representative 
if they do not take advantage of the facilities at hand 
to protect their interests and to guide them in doing 
their business. The British Chamber of Commerce in 

sucharest is available to give invaluable and expert 


advice. The rationalisation of selling is an important 
subject. Where possible it would be of the utmost 


advantage if British textile manufacturers in the same 
or similar lines could co-operate. This would attain 
two objects:—(1) The prevention of cut-throat com- 
petition, and (2) the reduction of agency expenses. 
Where such an arrangement has been made, as in the 
sewing cotton industry, results have been excellent. 

Trade in Other Manufactures.—As regards exports 
from Great Britain of other articles the facts are more 
encouraging. Sales of agricultural machinery have 
begun to revive, internal combustion engines improved 
upon the previous year’s advantage, while roller bear- 
ings for motor vehicles and machinery made strides 
Sales of sulphate of copper also increased, althougi 
local production is gradually supplying more of the 
country’s needs. 

Growth of British Interest in Roumania.—The 
general impression gained during the year was that 
British merchants are definitely taking a greater in- 
terest in Roumania. They are keener to investigate 
the market both by personal visits and by seeking re- 
liable agents. They are realising that Roumania is a 
market of the future, and whatever temporary draw- 
backs there may be, it is to be hoped that they will 
persevere and continue their investigations.

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Immigrants.—The total number of immigrants of 
British nationality into the United Kingdom during the 
first six months of 1930 was 33,116, representing an 
increase of 4,050, compared with the number ot! 
arrivals during the first six months of 1929. 

Net Emigration.—The net excess of British emigra- 
tion over immigration was 62,888 in the twelve months 
ended June, 1930, and 87,161 during the twelve 
months ended June, 1929.

It will be seen from the figures shown in the above 
table that emigration was substantially less active in 
the four months from March to June of the present 
year than in the same months of 1929.

Migration Movement to and from the Irish Free State. 

The British emigrants from, and immigrants into, 
the Irish Free State who travelled to, or from, non- 
uropean countries, via ports in the United Kingdom, 
numbered 2,301 and 616 respectively during the first 
half of 1930, as compared with 2,532 emigrants and 525 
immigrants during the corresponding period of 1929. 
These migrants are not included in the preceding 
figures which relate to direct emigration and immigra- 
tion from and to the United Kingdom, and not to 
the movement of British migrants at United Kingdom 
ports.

REGISTRATION OF ACCOUNTANTS. 
COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


The Board of Trade announce that the Report of the 
Departmental Committee on the Registration of 
Accountants has been published (Cmd. 3645), and that 
copies may be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, 
or through any bookseller, price 4d. The evidence 
taken by the Committee has been published from time 
to time as the committee’s enquiry has proceeded. 

The Committee was appointed bythe Board of Trade 
on February 7, 1930, to consider and report whether it 
is desirable to restrict the practice of the profession of 
accountancy to persons whose names would be in- 
scribed in a register established by law and, if so, to 
report on the method by which such register should be 
established and controlled. Its membership was as 
follows :—The Right Honourable Viscount Goschen, 
G.C.S.I., G.C.1.E., C.B.E. (Chairman), Mr. Harold

The Report of the Committee is in three parts, I. 
Introductory, 11. Summary of Evidence relating to the 
desirability of compulsory registration, and II1. Views 
and Recommendations of the Committee. 


E\VIDENCE TAKEN. 

The Committee has received the evidence and heard 
the witnesses of seventeen societies of accountants, 
with a total membership of 26,500, of whom some 
10,000 are in practice on their own account. Evidence 
was tendered by nine practising accountants who were 
not members of any society, and four of these gentle- 
men were examined by the Committee. 

In addition, the following associations, societies, and 
Government Departments submitted evidence, and 
their witnesses were heard:—Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce, Federation of British Indus- 
tries, Incorporated Secretaries’ Association, Limited, 
Incorporated Society of Auctioneers and Landed Pro- 
perty Agents, Joint Committee of Legal Societies in 
Scotland, Joint Parliamentary Committee of the Co- 
operative Congress, Law Society, National Chamber 
of Trade, Railway Companies Association, Society of 
Civil Servants, Board of Inland Revenue and Chief 
Registrar of Friendly Societies and Industrial Assur- 
ance Commissioner, while the British Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation, the British Insurance Association, and H.M. 
Treasury furnished the committee with certain infor- 
mation on the subject of their enquiry. 


PROPOSALS FOR REGISTRATION. 

The proposal to establish a register of accountants 
is by no means a new one; a number of Bills dealing 
with the matter were introduced in Parliament be- 
tween the years 1891 and 1911, but none of them 
became law. The subject has more recently been 
brought into prominence by the recommendation in 
the Report issued in May, 1929, by the Select Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons on Local Legisla- 


tion that the profession of accountancy and auditing 


should be placed on a unified basis similar to that ot 
other learned professions by the incorporation of a re- 
presentative body, having control over the whole pro- 
fession, and keeping a register in which should be 
inscribed the names of all fully qualified members of 
the profession. 

The Departmental Committee have assumed that it 
was the intention that the question of the desirability 
of the registration of accountants should be examined 
primarily from the point of view of the public interest. 
[t has been represented to the Committee that numbers 
of unqualified persons offer their services to the public 
as accountants, and secure employment, but the mean- 
ing attached to the word “* unqualified ’’ has tended to 
vary according to the qualifications required for mem- 
bership of the organisation which the witness repre- 
sented, or with which he was most intimately) 
acquainted. In the Committee's view, the proper test, 
so far as the general public is concerned, is whether « 
person is competent to carry out the particular work 
he offers to do, and leads the public to believe he is 
able to do. The functions of an accountant are many 
and varied, and range from what is little more than 
book-keeping to such matters as advising on the recon- 
struction of a large financial corporation. The Com- 
mittee have consulted representatives of sections of 
the public who employ accountants for various pur- 
poses, or have knowledge of the work performed by 
them and report that they can only conclude, on the 
evidence before them, that for the most part the 
general public is not influenced or misled by the fact 
that an individual describes himself as an ‘“‘ accoun- 
tant,’’ but bases its selection of an accountant princi- 
pally on personal knowledge or local reputation. A 
few cases have been brought to their notice in which 
loss has been incurred as a result of inefficient account- 
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ancy service, but it is not possible to say that such loss 
could have been prevented by any system of compul- 
sory registration of accountants. 


THE COMMITTEE'S FINDINGS. 


The Committee find that there is no general public 
demand for the compulsory registration of accountants. 
Such demand as there is has its origin, directly or in- 
directly, within the profession, and although it has 
been expressed, in the past, by authorities outside the 
profession, it has arisen in the main as a result of steps 
taken by certain societies of accountants to secure the 
same measure of public recognition in several spheres 
as has been accorded to other societies. 


The Committee set out in their Report the objections 
to compulsory registration, and on the evidence before 
them are unanimously of opinion that it is not desirable 
to restrict the practice of the profession of accountancy 
to persons whose names would be inscribed in a re- 
gister established by law. 


The Committee have considered a partial scheme of 
‘compulsory registration, namely, that only persons on 
. register should be permitted to audit accounts which 
ie required by statute, but they have not been able to 
recommend its adoption.

IN MINES RESEARCH BOARD’S 
ANNUAL REPORT, 


The Eighth Annual Report of the Safety in Mines 
Research Board, that for the year 1929, has just been pub- 
lished. The Report is mainly devoted to brief accounts of 
the progress of the numerous researches which are being 
carried out either directly under the Board or by Com- 
mittees of the Board, or at Universities and other centres 
with the aid of funds supplied by the Board. 

The subjects of research include problems relating to coal 
dust explosions, firedamp explosions, spontaneous combus- 
tion of coal (including the treatment of gob-fires), the safe 
use of electricity in coal mines, mining explosives, safety 
lamps, falls of ground, wire ropes, the control of mine 
temperatures and mine ventilation, and mine _ rescue 
apparatus. 

The Report also embodies an account of the progress of 
the health enquiries carried out under the supervision of 
the Health Advisory Committee, principally in regard to 
dust inhalation and the problems of silicosis and allied 
questions.

SAFETY 


SCOTTISH FISHERIES IN 1929. 


The Annual Report* of the Fishery Board for Scotland, 
which has recently been issued, states that the general 
features of the Scottish sea fisheries during 1929 closely 
resembled those of the preceding year. Trawling continued 
to show signs of increasing prosperity, while the herring 
industry, though still depressed, yielded results which, on a 
post-war basis, might be regarded as fairly satisfactory. 


VESSELS AND PERSONS FE/NGAGED. 


The steady decline recorded for many years past in the 
number of fishermen in Scotland appears to have been 
partly checked, the total in 1929 being 24,670, or only 373 
less than in 1928. The decrease in the number of vessels 
was also on a lower scale, the fleet comprising 2,994 sail, 
1,961 motor and 1,174 steam vessels, or 6,129 in all, as 
against 3,105, 1,934, 1,177 respectively, and a total of 6,216 
in 1928. The aggregate value of the vessels was returned 
at £3,012,199, or, with fishing gear, at £3,963,360, as com- 
pared with £2,963,049 and £3,891,762 in 1928. 

The total number of persons employed in connection with 
the various branches of the Scottish fishing industry, in- 
cluding fishermen, shoreworkers, and those engaged in the 
transport of fish and curing stock, was 66,552, as against 
66,676 in 1928. The number of women employed as gutters, 
packers and kipperers at the various herring-fishing centres 
was 9,650, as compared with 9,835 in the previous year. 

Their total earnings, including arles but excluding rail 
fares and subsistence when travelling, were computed at 
£134,110 for the Scottish winter and summer fishings, while 
£83,278 in addition was earned by the 4,517 women who 
engaged in the East Anglian fishing, the averages per 
worker at the three fishings respectively being £3, £20 and 
£18. 


Tue Herrine FIsHery. 


The herring fishery remains of outstanding importance 
among the Scottish fisheries. The quantity of herrings 
landed in Scotland by British fishing vessels during the year

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amounted to 4,053,804 cwts., valued at £1,700,370, as 
against 4,003,824 cwts. and £1,820,304 in 1928. 


Pickle curing for export remains the chief outlet for the 
herring catch, and the total quantity of herrings cured 
gutted during the year, which amounted to 1,087,603 barrels, 
as against 959,963 barrels in 1928, was greater than for any 
year since 1924. The aggregate value after cure of the 
total Scottish output of pickled, smoked and tinned herrings 
for the year was reckoned at £2,816,382, as against 
£2,764,603 in 1928. Almost all the pickled herrings pro- 
duced in Scotland are exported, chiefly to Germany and the 
States on the east of the Baltic, the total exports for the 
year amounting to 1,087,172 barrels, as against 954,974 
barrels in 1928.

BRITISH EAST AFRICA. 


KENYA AND UGANDA TEXTILE IMPORTS, 
JANUARY-FEBRUARY. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in East Africa reports that 
during the first two months of the current year imports of 
cotton piece-goods totalled 9,746,717 yards, those of 
artificial silk piece-goods, 294,146 yds., and _ blankets 
imported numbered 409,650, while in the corresponding 
period of 1929 the totals were 9,968,898 yds., 249,199 yds. 
and 551,741 respectively. ‘The piece-goods included, un- 
bleached, 4,043,473 yds., of which Japan supplied 2,034,960 - 
yds. and the United States 1,502,550 yds.; bleached, 732,769 
yds. (United Kingdom, 319,181 yds.; Japan, 239,013 yds., 
and Holland, 157,844 yds.); printed (Khangas), 279,462 
yds. (United Kingdom, 237,805 yds.); printed, other, 
1,243,194 yds. (Japan, 712,645 yds., and United Kingdom, 
413,271 yds.); dyed, 1,333,295 yds. (United Kingdom, 
929,045 yds., and Holland, 151,723 yds.), and coloured, 
2,114,524 yds. (India, 766,043 yds.; Japan, 689,945 yds.; 
Holland, 435,129 yds., and the United Kingdom, 112,593 
yds.). Of the artificial silk piece-goods imported, 104,538 
yds. came from Japan, 78,454 yds. from Italy, 23,053 yds. 
from Germany and 20,285 yds. from the United Kingdom. 


As regards the 409,650 blankets imported during the two 
months under review, 238,817 came from Holland, 77,230 
from Germany and 57,364 from Belgium. 


BRITISH INDIA. 
WEATHER AND CROP CONDITIONS. 
The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, Cal- 


cutta, reports as follows on the season and crops for the 
weeks ending on the dates stated : — 


RAINFALL AND MOoNsSoOON. 


Calcutta, August 11.—During the week ended August 10 
rainfall was nearly general in Lower Burma on seven days; 
in Chota Nagpur and Konkan on six; in North Hyderabad, 
East Rajputana and Bengal on four; in Central India and 
the United Provinces on three; in the West Central Pro- 
vinces, the Rajputana Hills, West Central India, East and 
North Punjab, Guzerat and East Central India on two; and 
in the Bombay Deccan, the West United Provinces, Assam, 
the South-West Punjab, Orissa, the Central Provinces, 
Bihar, Rajputana and Hyderabad on one day. Elsewhere 
there were local or few falls of rain. 


The monsoon has been vigorous during the past week in 
Lower Burma and active in North-East India. 


Crop CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK. 


Madras, August 2.—Rainfall has been heavy on the West 
Coast and moderate in the Circars. The condition of crops 
is fair to good. 


Bihar and Orissa, August 4.—Rainfall has been general, 
but more rain is needed in Monhyr, Bhagalpur and Purnea. 
Crops are in good condition. In the Feudatory States of 
Orissa and Chota Nagpur the weather has been seasonable; 
sugar cane is thriving. 


United Provinces, July 26.—Rainfall has been general but 
unevenly distributed. Locusts have slightly damaged crops 
in the districts around Dehra Dun, Moradabad and Aligarh. 
Crop prospects are good. | 


Punjab, August 4.—Light to heavy rain has fallen every- 
where except in Mianwali. The condition of crops is average 
to good. 


Bengal, August 6.—Rainfall generally has been light. 
More rain is needed for the transplantation of winter paddy, 
paddy seedling and the steeping of jute. The harvesting of 
autumn paddy and jute is making progress in East and 
North Bengal. Crops are in fair condition. 


Central Provinces, August 4.—Rainfall has been general 
and heavy in the Nerbudda Valley and Chattisgarh. In the 
northern districts standing crops are suffering from con- 
tinuous rain. The rains have been most timely in Nagpur 
and Berar. The condition of crops is satisfactory. In the 
Feudatory States rainfall has been good and standing crops 
are doing well. 


Assam, August 11.—Generally speaking, the weather has 
been seasonable. More rain is needed for agricultural 
operations in places. Crop outturns and prospects are fair.

BRITISH WEST INDIES. 
AGRICULTURAL OUTLOOK IN JAMAICA. 


During the year 1929 there was a marked expansion in 
the exportation of bananas, states H.M. Trade Commis- 
sioner at Port of Spain in a short Report on his recent visit 
to the Island. This is attributed in no small measure to 
the new co-operative movement and to the resultant new 
line of ships to Europe established by the Jamaica Pro- 
ducers’ Association, as well as to the inauguration of the 
Canadian National Line, which carried bananas and other 
products of Jamaica in direct steamers to Dominion ports. 

The cultivation of bananas continues to extend, but the 
future of the industry is jeopardised by Panama disease 
which wrought havoc with the industry in Costa Rica. 
Experiments have been conducted by the Department of 
Agriculture to try to discover a suitable variety which is 
immune from the disease, but without complete success. it 
has been decided, however, to appoint an expert who will 
devote his entire time to experimentation. 


Sugar.—Last year exports amounted to 37,380 tons, 
valued at £482,952. Most estates covered expenses or made 
a small profit, which was due to improved yields of cane 
from the fields. Towards the end of the year, however, 
sugar values dropped below the cost of production and the 
future is viewed with considerable anxiety. Arrangements 
have been made by the Legislature of Jamaica for the 
temporary relief of the local industry in the form of a 
bounty of £2 a ton for all sugars exported and for an 
equitable allocation of the profits arising from the small 
but protected local market for grocery sugars. 


Rum.—Owing to the small demand the production of rum 
is being reduced as much as possible. 


Coffee and Cocoa.-—Coffee suffered from drought con- 
ditions in certain areas and exports during 1929 fell from 
about 9 million lbs. to a little over 63 million Ibs. Cocoa, 
however, increased in quantity from 5 million lbs. to about 
63 million lbs., but values are still very low. 


Coconuts and Copra.—The production of these com- 
modities has increased in quantity, but the market for 
nuts is very poor indeed. Consideration is being given to a 
scheme for a co-operative coconut oil factory which would 
enable planters to take advantage of the protected local 
market for coconut oil. Copra cake is in strong demand 
locally for feeding cattle, and an excellent soap is now being 
made from coconut oil that finds a ready sale in the local 
market. 


Honey.—Exports of honey, which amounted to nearly 
2 million lbs., have been affected by the recent change in the 
German Tariff, which has shut out the product of Jamaica. 


Logwood and Pimento.—Logwood is in very little demand 
and the manufacture of logwood extracts continues at a 
low standard of production. Pimento soared to record 
prices and no less than £348,000 was received for the 1929 
crop. Since then prices have dropped to a very low level. 


Other Industries.—The citrus industry continues to make 
headway and the greater attention which is now being 
given to the question of grading is producing good results. 
Cigars of local manufacture are becoming more widely 
known and appreciated, and the interest shown by the local 
Government in the sisal industry has been wel] repaid.

DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE IN MAY. 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, has recently 
issued a summary of the trade of Canada, which shows that 
during May imports into the Dominion were valued at 
101,644, 817 dollars, and exports of Canadian produce at 
77,260,557 dols. Trade with other British Empire countries 
accounted for 23,138,322 dols. and 25,988,699 dols. respect- 
ively of those totals.

BUILDING CONSTRUCTION IN FIRST HALF- 


YEAR. 

(From the High Commissioner of Canada in London.) 

According to MacLean Building Reports, Limited, the 
value of construction contracts awarded in June was 
16-7 per cent. in excess of the May total, but was 24-4 per 
cent. less than that for June last year, when the largest 
monthly total in Canadian records was reached. 

The figures for the first half of 1930 show a reduction of 
13-5 per cent. in the value of construction contracts 
awarded, although building is down as much as 25-6 per 


cent. The comparative totals for the January-June period 
during the past four years were as_ follows:—1930, 
240,626,000 dollars; 1929, 278,121,700 dols.; 1928, 


256,257,300 dols.; and 1927, 191,323,800 dols. 


Contemplated new construction for the first six months 
of 1930 totals 377,229,200 dols., as against 453,571,700 dols. 
in the corresponding period of 1929. 


Taking the figures for the current year to date, engineer- 
ing contracts predominated with 37-7 per cent., their total 
value being 90,865,500 dols. Business buildings contracts 
awarded accounted for 34-4 per cent., or 82,722,900 dols.;

GOLD ORE MILLINGS AND BULLION SALES. 


The Imperial Institute has been informed by its corre- 
sponding member, the Deputy Minister of Mines, Toronto, 
Ontario, that during the month of June 315,032 short tons 
(of 2,000 lb. each) of ore were milled at gold mines in the 
Province of Ontario, and that crude bullion marketed 
during the same period was valued at 2,952,110 dollars. 


NEW ZEALAND. 

PREVENTION OF WASTAGE IN APPLES. 

A *Report just issued describes a comprehensive investiga- 
tion of the wastage in apples shipped from New Zealand, 
which was carried out over a period of two years by the 
Departments of Scientific and Industrial Research in New 
Zealand and Great Britain, in co-operation with certain 
shipping companies. 

The chief aim of the investigation was to ascertain to 
what extent the wastage was due to conditions of tempera- 
ture during oversea transport, and especially to inequalities 
in temperature at the same time in different parts of the 
ship’s hold. To this end a series of experiments, termed 
split-consignment experiments, was carried out in 1928 and 
1929. In all, sixteen experiments of this type were made, 
covering the chief varieties of apple exported, and the more 
important systems of refrigeration in use. An account of 
these experiments constitutes the bulk of the Report. 

teference is also made to the examination of other aspects 
of the problem of wastage carried out both in New Zealand 
and in England. 

The whole investigation was sufficiently broad to show 
clearly the causes of the wastage in New Zealand apples, 
and the lines along which its prevention is to be sought. 


ST. HELENA. 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1929. 

The total value of the Island’s overseas trade during 
1929 was £85,976, as compared with £80,307 in 1928, states 
the St. Helena Report for 1929 (H.M. Stationery Office, 
price ls. 3d. net). Of this amount £47,405 represented 
imports and £38,571 exports, increases respectively of 
£1,635 and £7,034 over the 1928 figures. 

The Customs revenue amounted to £5,253, as against 
£4,863 in the previous year, the increases being chiefly due 
to two large consignments of paraffin oil and petrol 
imported direct from the United States and to a new flax 
mill opened last year. This mill, coupled with a larger 
crop of green leaf being available for milling, increased 
the export revenue. 

As regards individual imports the items which showed 
advances as compared with 1928 were paraffin oil, grain, 
seed and oil cake, building materials, motor vehicles, petrol, 
foodstuffs and tea, while smaller shipments were received 
in respect of flour, hardware, metals, etc., machinery, 
sugar, stationery, rice, chemicals, drugs, etc., leather, 
boots, ete., and coal and coke. 

Of the total imports, the United Kingdom supplied 
£34,848 and South Africa £8,051. 


Export TRADE. 


In the case of fibre, tow, rope and twine and old metal 
exports were larger than in 1928, but shipments of flax 
seed were smaller. Fibre exports last year totalled 889 tons, 
the largest since 1925, as against 770 tons in 1928, while 
tow amounted to 505 tons and 380 tons respectively. 

Of the total exports, the United Kingdom received 
£36,175 and South Africa £2,396.

JAPAN. 
RECONSTRUCTION OF TOKIO. 


H.M. Consul at Tokio has forwarded a copy of a book 
issued by the Municipality describing the reconstruction of 
the City after the great earthquake and fire of 1923. 

In a foreword to the volume the Mayor of Tokio states 
that the reconstruction of the capital of Japan is completed, 
and that the entire work, unprecedented in its scope and 
extent in the history of city planning, has been most satis- 
factorily accomplished.

The area planted is greater by 81,852 acres than in 1929, 
owing to abundance of water at planting time. 

It is believed that this year’s harvest will prove a record 
for a first crop in Formosa, since favourable weather has 
prevailed since planting, and no damage by flood, disease 
or drought has been reported. The total recorded above is 
3,137,788 bushels (or about 22 per cent.) more than the 1929 
figures, and nearly 14 per cent. above the average of the 
same crop during the past five years.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-APRIL. 
(From the Commercial Secretary to the Residency, Egypt.) 


The Department of Statistics, Cairo, has issued the 
following statement of the foreign commerce of Egypt 
during the month of Aprii last, together with the compara-

TURKEY. 
TRADE AND SHIPPING IN 1929. 


According to the Report on Economic Conditions in 
Turkey (H.M. Stationery Office, price 1s. 9d. net, Is. 10d. 
post free) imports and exports during the year under review 
amounted in value to about £T.256 million and £T.155 mil- 
lion, as compared with £T.223,081,775 and £T.173,537 ,489 
respectively in 1928. 


The principal imports during the year under review were 
cotton goods, metals, colonial goods, woollen goods, 
industrial oils and fats, machinery, cereals and flour, motor 
cars and other vehicles, while the chief exports of Turkish 
produce included tobacco, dried fruit, wool and mohair, 
opium, cotton, hazel nuts, valonia and carpets. 


SHIPPING. 


The total movement of shipping at the Port of Istanbul 
during 1929 was 10,551 vessels of 16,075,482 tons. Of this 
total 5,312 of 8,601,451 tons were vessels operating in the 
port; 2,155 of 7,296,479 tons vessels passing in transit, and 
3,084 of 177,552 tons were Turkish sailing vessels. ‘The 
following table gives particulars of certain of the shipping

LATVIA. 
BUTTER EXPORTS IN JUNE. 


The Latvian Consulate-General in London reports that 
butter exports in June reached record figures, the total 
quantity exported having been 2,106 tons, as compared with 
1,600 tons in the previous month and 1,732 tons in June, 
1929. The largest buyer was Germany, which took 74-54 per 
cent., against 63-64 per cent. in June, 1929. Sales to Great 
Britain decreased from 33-32 per cent. to 24:82 per cent. 
Although the prices ruling on the butter market are exceed- 
ingly low, the butter exported in June represented a value 
of 65 million lats, a figure which had never before been 
reached in any single month. 


ROUMANIA. 
POWER PRODUCTION REGULATIONS. 


The Commercial Secretary, H.M. Legation, Bucharest, 
has forwarded the text of a new Law promulgated by Royal 
Decree No. 2,492 of July 4, and published in the “ Official 
Gazette ”’ of July 7, on Power. 

Part I. is devoted to general instructions, and, according 
to Article 1, the production, transport and distribution of 
power, whether by hydraulic plant, or thermal plant using 
liquid, solid or gaseous fuel, is to be run in accordance with 
the provisions of the present Law. Exceptions are made for 
movable motors and lines for transmitting signals and con- 
versations, which are outside the scope of this Law. 

Under Article 21 the construction and exploitation of 
hydraulic plant is the exclusive prerogative of the State, 
which has the right of concession. Article 34 reserves to the

The 
Czechoslovak Government, having previously stipulated that, 
should no agreement be reached by June 15, 1930, this date 
should be regarded as the commencement of the period of 
denunciation, the Treaty will expire on December 15, 19930, 
in accordance with Art. XXI. of the Treaty.

BRITISH GUIANA. 
TARIFF AMENDMENTS. 
The Customs Duties Ordinance, 1930 (No. 16 of 1930), 


assented to on June 20, provides for increased duties on 
sugar and confectionery imported into British Guiana. The 
duty on sugar of all kinds is fixed at 3 dollars per 100 Ibs. 
under the British Preferential Tariff and 6 dols. per 100 lbs. 
under the General Tariff. The previous duties amounted to 
1 dol. and 2 dols. per 100 lbs. on refined sugar and to 0.40 
dol, and 0.80 dol. per 100 lbs. on unrefined sugar under 
the British Preferential and General Tariffs respectively. 
The duty on confectionery has been increased by 20 per 
cent., and now amounts to 20 per cent. ad valorem under 
the British Preferential Tariff and 60 per cent. ad valorem 
under the General Tariff. 

The Ordinance also provides for the duty-free importation 
of sulphur, tin crystals, muriatic acid, alum, phosphoric 
acid, stannine and bloomer when imported by or on behalf 
of a manufacturer of white and yellow sugars, and which the 
Comptroller of Customs is satisfied are to be used solely in 
the manufacture of such sugars. 


Note.—The above-mentioned specific duties on sugar are 
subject to a surtax of 30 per cent. 


BRITISH INDIA. 


AND EXPORT OF NARCOTICS BY 
POST PROHIBITED. 


The ‘‘Indian Trade Journal’’ of July 10 contains a 
Customs Notification (No. 24, dated July 5), which prohibits 
the import into or export from British India, through the 
medium of the Post Office, of opium, morphine, cocaine or 
other narcotic.

CANADA. 


DUTY FREE ADMISSION OF PLATES AND 
SHEETS FOR THE MANUFACTURE OF 
TINPLATE. 


Memorandum No. 336, issued on July 26 by the Canadian 
Department of National Revenue, states that, by Order in 
Council passed on July 24, a new item, No. 795, has been 
raised in the Canadian Customs Tariff, providing for the 
duty-free admission, under all Tariffs, of sheets of iron or 
steel, cold rolled, when imported by manufacturers for use 
exclusively in the manufacture of sheets coated with tin, in 
their own factories, under regulations prescribed by the 
Minister. 

The new regulation came into force on July 24, and is to 
be effective until January 1 next. 


KENYA, UGANDA, AND TANGANYIKA 


TERRITORY. 
VALUE FOR CUSTOMS DUTY AND 
STATISTICAL PURPOSES. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi has forwarded copy 
of a Notice issued by the Customs Departments of Kenya, 
Uganda, and Tanganyika Territory regarding the value for 
the levy of Customs duty on goods imported into those terri- 
tories. The complete text of the Notice is given below :— 








CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued. 


VALUE FoR CustoMs Duty AND STATISTICAL PURPOSES. 


Form of Invoice. 


The attention of importers and clearing agents is invited to 
the following extracts from the Kenya, Uganda and Tanganyika 
Territory Customs Tariff Ordinances, 1930, viz. :— 


Section 4.—For the purpose of assessing the amount of any 
ad valorem Customs duty and for the purpose of the declara- 
tions and oaths which may at any time be required by law or 
regulation in relation to any question of such duty, the value 
of goods for purposes of duty shall be taken to be the 
domestic value, as hereinafter defined, plus the extra cost of 
packing and packages for export, carriage to the port of 
shipment and all expenses incidental to placing the goods on 
board the ship, together with the cost of freight, insurance, 
and all other charges up to the time of importation into the 
Colony : Provided that in no case shall the value for purposes 
of duty be less than the cost of the goods to the importer at 
the place of importation. 


‘ 


For the purpose of this section ‘‘ domestic value ’’ shall, 
in respect of imported goods, be the market price at which 
at the time of exportation such or similar goods are offered 
for sale, for consumption in the country from which the 
goods are imported, to all purchasers in the usual wholesale 
quantities in the ordinary course of trade in the principal 
markets of such country, including the cost of packages 
ordinarily used in those markets, but not including Excise 
duties payable in that country. 


2. It will be observed, therefore, that invoices showing only 
“C.LF.,”’ *‘ Export Price ”’ or ‘* Selling Price to Purchaser ”’ 
quotations do not supply the evidence ot value required by the 
above sections, and are not acceptable as a basis for assessment 
of duty except when supported by collateral evidence of the 
‘“current domestic value’”’ as defined in the Ordinance. Im- 
porters are advised that possible delay and inconvenience will be 
avoided if they instruct their suppliers to prepare their invoices 
for future consignments accordingly. 


3. The form of invoice best adapted to meet the requirements 
of these regulations is that recommended by the Imperial 
Economic Conference of 1923 and shown as Appendix (A) (the 
invoice) and Appendix (B) (the endorsement thereto) on pages 
274-6 of the Report of that Conference. The East African terri- 
tories being at present precluded from granting Imperial or other 
preferences, the certificate of origin need not be completed, but 
it is of the utmost importance that the particulars called for by 
the certificate of value are fully and accurately stated by the 
manufacturer or supplier. 


4. In addition to the values shown on the invoice, details of 
additional charges in respect of special export packing, inland 
carriage, shipping charges, freight, insurance, commission, etc., 
must be specifically enumerated, either on the invoice for the 
goods or on a separate covering or summary invoice. 


5. If goods are sold for home consumption in the exporting 
country at gross prices less discounts and/or rebates, such gross 
price, together with particulars as to discounts and rebates, 
should be shown in full in the ‘‘ Current Domestic Value ’”’ 
column of the invoice. 


6. Where the discounts shown in the ‘‘ Current Domestic 
Value ’’ column are not the ordinary trade or cash discounts, 
but are in the nature of contingent discounts or rebates or 
special discounts allowed by manufacturers to their local repre- 
sentatives they must be specified as such, and their nature 
detailed on the invoice. 


7. Where the goods invoiced are samples, and the price on the 
invoice has been arrived at after the deduction of a sample dis- 
count, the ordinary gross price and the ordinary trade discounts 
applicable to the goods in question when sold in the usual course 
pearing should be specified in the ‘‘ Current Domestic Value ”’ 
column. 


8. In the case of goods exported in bond or subject to draw- 
back, the value required in the column headed ‘‘ Current 
Domestic Value ’’ is the duty paid domestic value and not the 
“in bond ”’ value, or the domestic value less drawback. The 
amount of duty or drawback involved should be specified in 
clause 4 of the certificate of value. A similar course should be 
followed in regard to goods subject to stamp duty, luxury tax, 
or other internal imposts, but particulars of patent and similar 
royalties should be stated in the place provided fMerefor at the 
foot of the invoice. 


9. These provisions in no way cancel or alter the procedure 
adopted in the case of “ firm to firm’”’ transactions, and the 
Customs Management Ordinances Regulations of Kenya, Uganda 
and ‘Tanganyika Territory, which require that :— 

Invoices for goods consigned from firms to local branches 
of those firms or to local firms in any way connected with 
the consigning firm, when not supplemented by suppliers’ 
invoices must bear a certificate from a notary public or a 
banker to the effect that suppliers’ invoices have been pro- 
duced to him and compared with the consigning firm’s in- 
voices, and that the latter truly represent the particulars of 
goods and their value as shown by the suppliers’ invoices, 
together with all charges up to the time of landing.

BULGARIA. 
STATISTICAL DUTIES. 


H.M. Consul at Sofia has forwarded translation of a Law 
which provides for a revision of the statistical duties col- 
lected on goods imported, exported, re-shipped abroad, tem- 
porarily imported, temporarily exported and sent in transit 
through Bulgaria.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 
DUTIES ON CARTRIDGES, ETC., INCREASED. 


A Government Ordinance, dated June 26 and effective 
as from July 8, doubles the Czechoslovak import duties on 
cartridge cases and percussion caps, empty (unloaded) 
(Tariff No. 643) and cartridges, percussion caps with ignition 
substances, even ready for use (loaded or not) (Tariff 
No. 644). The new duties amount to 2,000 and 2,900 Czech 
kronen per 100 kilogs. respectively. 


DENMARK (FAROE ISLANDS). 
IMPORT DUTIES. 


H.M. Consul at Thorshavn has forwarded copy and trans- 
lation of a Law dated March 8, 1930, which provides for the 
levy of revised rates of Customs duty on wines, spirits, 
alcohol or alcoholic beverages, beer, non-alcoholic fruit wine 
(containing less than 2} per cent. of alcohol by weight) and 
similar beverages made from fruit juice, mineral water, 
lemonade and the like, tobacco, cigars, cigarillos, cigarettes

and cigarette paper, confectionery, e.g., chocolate, bonbons, 
candy, sweets, marzipan, pastilles, sugar balls, etc., 
imported into the Faroes. 


Syrup, molasses, loaf sugar, moist sugar, powdered sugar 
and other household sugar, candy sugar and cocoa powder 
without admixture of sugar are duty free. 


Beer and non-alcoholic beverages manufactured in the 
Faroes are subject to a tax at lower rates than the 
import duty. On tobacco (except cigars, cigarettes and 
cigarillos) and confectionery the tax on locally produced 
goods is on the same level as the import duty.

ESTONIA. 


CUSTOMS DUTIES ON AUTOMOBILES 
(AGREEMENT WITH FRANCE). 


A Protocol, signed on July 11, to the Commercial Conven- 
tion of March 15, 1929, between Estonia and France 
abolishes the duties laid down in the Convention for auto- 
mobiles imported into Estonia, with effect from July 20. 
Automobiles are now, therefore, dutiable at the normal rates 
of the Estonian Customs Tariff. 


FRANCE, 
[IMPORT OF BEES, HONEY AND WAX. 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of July 26 contains an 
Order, dated July 22, which provides that swarms, queen 
bees, honey and beeswax, in any form, may only be imported 
into France if accompanied by a certificate of origin and 
non-infection issued by a veterinary or any other official 
duly qualified or accepted by the State. This certificate 
must be countersigned by the administrative authority of 
the place from which the goods come, and must attest that 
certain specified diseases of bees have not been found in that 
particular locality for at least six months. 


MEXICO. 
IMPORT DUTY MODIFICATIONS. 


H.M. Representative at Mexico City has forwarded par- 
ticulars of two Decrees, published in the Mexican ‘‘ Diario

POLAND. 


EXPORT OF GRAIN, FLOUR AND MALT: 
DRAWBACK OF CUSTOMS DUTY. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
reports that the period during which the refund of duties 
paid on manures, auxiliary materials, etc., imported from 
abroad for use in the production of grain and flour products 
and malt (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of December 5, 1929) has been 
extended until October 31, 1930. 

The refund has been increased from 9 to 12 zlote per 100 
kilogs. in the case of exported flour and abolished in the case .

TARIFF CLASSIFICATION OF SILK AND 
RAYON YARNS. 

The ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid” for July 31 contains a Royal 
Order, dated July 29, laying down new provisions for the 
classification of ‘‘ twisted’’ and ‘‘ untwisted ’’ natural and 
artificial silk yarus for tariff purposes. The Order of 
January 12, particulars of which were published in the 
“BTS.” of January 30, is superseded. 

The new Order provides that the following Note (No. 82 
bis) shall be added to Group 2, Class 11 of the Tariff (silk, 
fioss silk and artificial silk yarns). 
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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued. 


The undermentioned shall be regarded as wntwisted for 
tariff classification purposes : — 

(1) Raw natural silk yarn, singles, without any twisting, 
and artificial silk yarn, singles, dyed or not, when 
the normal or original twisting does not exceed 
350 turns per metre. 

(2) Natural floss silk yarn, singles, undyed, and artificial 
floss silk yarn, singles, dyed or not, so long as the 
twist of either of these does not exceed 1,000 turns 
per metre. 

The following are to be regarded as twisted for the same 

purposes ; — 

(1) Raw natural silk yarn, singles, with any twist what- 
soever and those of two or more strands, with any 
twist; artificial silk yarn, singles, dyed or not, 
when the twist exceeds 350 turns per metre, and 
those of two or more strands whatever be the twist. 

(2) Natural floss silk yarn, singles, undyed, with a twist 
exceeding 1,000 turns per metre, and those of two 
or more strands whatever be the twist; artificial 
floss silk yarn, dyed or not, singles, when the twist 
exceeds 1,000 turns per metre, and those of two or 
more strands, whatever be the twist. 

CLASSIFICATION OF TANNIC 
FRUITS. 

The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid” for August 1 contains a Royal 
Order, dated July 30, which provides that dried tannic 
fruits, suitable for tanning, including the Indian Myro- 
balans, are to be classed under Tariff No. 1,009—duty 0-25 
gold peseta per 100 kilogs.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


THE “FLEXIBLE TARIFF” CLAUSES OF 
THE TARIFF ACT. 


In a statement issued by the President of the United 
States of America, when he signed the recent Bill for the 
revision of the Tariff, he made special reference to what are 
known as the “ Flexible Tariff’ clauses of the Act. These 
clauses are embodied in Section 336* of the Act. It is very 
generally known that they contemplate investigations by 
the Tariff Commission into the differences in the costs of 
production of any domestic article and of any like or similar 
foreign article. If the Commission finds that the Tariff 
duties do not equalise the differences in the cost of produc- 
tion of the domestic article and the lke or similar toreign 
article when produced in the principal competing country, 
the Commission is to specify in its Report such increases or 
decreases in rates of duty (including any necessary change 
in classification) as it finds to be necessary to equalise such 
differences. Changes in rates and classification are to be 
approved and proclaimed by the President if, in his judg- 
ment, they are shown by the Commission’s investigations to 
be necessary to equalise differences in costs of production. 

The President’s statement on this subject included the 
following paragraphs :— 

““On the administrative side I have insisted, however, 
that there should be created a new basis for the flexible 
tariff and it has been incorporated in this law. Thereby 
the means are established for objective and judicial review 
of these rates upon principles laid down by the Congress, 
free from pressures inherent in legislative action. Thus, 
the outstanding step of this tariff legislation has been the 
reorganisation of the largely inoperative flexible provision 
of 1922 into a form which should render it possible to 
secure prompt and scientific adjustment of serious in- 
equities and inequalities which may prove to have been 
incorporated in the bill. 

* * * * 


‘““ Under the old flexible provisions, the task of adjust- 
ment was imposed directly upon the President, and the 
limitations in the law which circumscribed it were such that 
action was long delayed and it was largely inoperative, al- 
though important benefits were brought to the dairying, 
flax, glass, and other industries through it. 

“The new flexible provision established the responsi- 
bility for revisions upon a reorganised Tariff Commission, 
composed of members equally of both parties as a definite 
rate-making body acting through semi-judicial methods of 
open hearings and investigation by which items can be 
taken up one by one upon direction or upon application of 
aggrieved parties. Recommendations are to be made to the 
President, he being given authority to promulgate or veto

the conclusions of the Commission. Such revisions can be 
accomplished without disturbance to business, as they 
concern but one item at a time, and the principles laid 
down assure a protective basis.

‘‘ When the flexible principle was first written into law 
in 1922, by tradition and force of habit the old conception 
of legislative revision was so firmly fixed that the inno- 
vation was bound to be used with caution and im a re- 
stricted field, even had it not been largely inoperative for 
other reasons. Now, however, and particularly after the 
record of the last fifteen months, there is a growing and 
widespread realisation that in this highly complicated and 
intricately organised and rapidly shifting modern economic 
world, the time has come when a more scientific and busi- 
nesslike method of tariff revision must be devised. ‘Toward 
this the new flexible provision takes a long step,

‘“The complaints from some foreign countries that these 
duties have been placed unduly high can be remedied, if 
justified, by proper application to the Tariff Commission.” 

In a recent report H.M. Ambassador at Washington 
draws attention to the sincere desire of the Administration 
to make use of the ‘‘ flexible clauses’’ for the purpose of 
modifying rates of duty which can be shown to be excessive 
having regard to the relative costs of production of com- 
peting commodities in the United States and _ other 
countries. He remarks that, in making recommendations 
for alterations in Tariff rates, the new Commission (whose 
members, at the date of the report, had not been nominated) 
is required to be guided by a comparison between the costs 
of production in the United States and in the foreign 
country whose comparable products enter the United States 
market in the largest volume. The range of manufactured 
goods in respect of which British exporters can profitably 
take the initiative in invoking action under the ‘“‘ flexible 
clauses ’’ is, therefore, limited. Wherever Great Britain is 
the principal competing country, however, it is advisable 
that British exporters should consider without delay the 
question of presenting their case for reductions of duty to 
the Commission, as applications for investigations are 
already being received in considerable numbers, and, in 
general, will be considered in order of priority, the first 
place being given to certain investigations already ordered 
by Resolutions of the Senate. 

Although exporting interests in countries outside the 
United States can apply direct for investigations to be 
undertaken by the Commission, it will generally be expedient 
that such interests should enlist the assistance of importers, 
or preferably Associations of Importers, in the United 
States, in framing and presenting prima facie cases for the 
Commission’s consideration. His Majesty’s Ambassador 
states that, in order to avoid lengthy delays, the Commis- 
sion will, it is thought, freely exercise the discretion allowed 
them in the Act, and determine putative figures of foreign 
costs by ascertaining the level of wholesale prices in the 
foreign country concerned, or by ascertaining the 
invoice values of imported goods, over a_ represen- 
tative period. The Commission’ will also attach 
importance to oral evidence from representatives of foreign 
manufacturers regarding wholesale prices, invoice values, 
profit margins and costs; and, for this reason, His Majesty’s 
Ambassador recommends that British manufacturers who 
have taken steps to have investigations carried out by the 
Commission should hold themselves in readiness to go to the 
United States and appear personally at the public hearings 
when their case is set down for such hearing by the 
Commission. :

This applies not only to most manufactured goods and the 
machines used in manufacturing processes, but to transport, 
mining and most sorts of agriculture. It is manifest that this 
modern form of producing wealth is outrunning the power to 
purchase and consume it. For we are confronted, either by 
actual gluts of goods, such as wheat, cotton, wool, coal, or by 
stoppages of production due to knowledge that the goods which 
could be produced by a full use of the instruments of produc- 
tion could not find a market at a price that would cover costs. 
How can rationalisation, which is essentially a labour-saving 
policy, be worked so as to furnish full employment for the 
workers? Only by an expansion of markets that can keep pace 
with the increased productivity. But this expansion requires 
that the workers and public services should have greater pur- 
chasing powers, a thesis upon which the author enlarges in this 
excellent little book, which ends with a plea for an inter- 
national policy for solving the greatest of world economic 
problems.

Social Conditions, including the Liquor Traffic; the Law and 
the Administration of Justice; Land Survey, Land Tenure 
and Occupation ; Irrigation and Water Conservation; Natural 
tesources ; Railway and Land Transportation, including Motor 
Transport; Public Finance, including Departmental Expendi- 
ture; Currency and Banking, and Weights and Measures; 
Retail Prices and the Cost of Living; External Trade (its

Exhibitions and Fairs. 





BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1931. 
BRINGING BUYERS TO BRITAIN. 


Shipping and railway companies, banks and insurance 
companies, hotels and tourist agencies are placing their 
overseas offices at the disposal of the Department of Overseas 
Trade for the purpose of encouraging buyers to come to the 
British Industries Fair in London and Birmingham next 
February. Showcards in the language of the country will 
be displayed and information for prospective buyers will be 
available. 

For three months before the Fair opens folders advertising 
the Fair will be displayed in the smoking rooms of home- 
ward-bound liners. Among shipowners co-operating in this 
way are Italian and German firms. 


British Chambers of Commerce abroad have also promised 
to kelp, and, of course, the services of Trade Commissioners, 
Commercial Diplomatic Officers and the Consular Service 
will again be available in making the Fair known in all 
parts of the world. 


INITIATING THE ‘‘ Fottow-ur’’ LETTERS. 


Over 50,000 individual buyers in overseas countries will 
receive a series of follow-up letters in their own languages 
from the Department of Overseas Trade. Already the first 
letter has been sent to prospective buyers in Australia, New 
Zealand, Fiji, Dutch Kast Indies, Philippines, Siam, Indo- 
China, China, Japan, the Belgian-Congo and Persia—the 
most distant countries. The first letter to the South 
American States will be dispatched on August 18. 


For the next Fair each buyer will receive five letters 
instead of three as in previous years, the last one reaching 
him with the British Government’s invitation to the Fair 
before the date when he must leave his country in order to 
be in England by February 16, when the Fair opens. 





Recorp APPLICATIONS FOR SPACE. 


The organisation of the Fair is going ahead more rapidly 
than in any previous year owing to the prompt applications 
for space. Out of a total area of 500,000 square feet at the 
two centres—London and Birmingham—only a very few 
thousand remain unlet, and the work of allotting halls and 
stands in the London Section will be begun early next 
month. 


Sections in which more space has been applied for already 
than was occupied in the last Fair include toys and games, 
furniture, stationery and allied trades, fancy goods and 
sports goods. Furniture manufacturers, who made their first 
important appearance in the Fair last February, have come 
in in far greater numbers for the Fair of 1931, and the space 
let is almost double last year’s figure. 

The Federation of British Music Industries, which did not 
take part in the British Industries Fair of 1930, has an- 
nounced its full support for the Fair of 1931. ‘‘ We are 
urging our members to exhibit,” Mr. Frank Ayliffe, the 
secretary, said, ‘‘ and, in the event of a good response, which 
seems likely, we shall ask to be allowed to co-operate with 
the Department of Overseas Trade in the organisation of the 
music section of the Fair at Olympia.” 

The Birmingham Jewellers’ and Silversmiths’ composite 
exhibit will embrace a larger number of firms than in 
previous years. 

The British railways, through their joint publicity com- 
mittee, have assured the Department of Overseas Trade that 
they will do everything possible in support of the Fair, and 
will exhibit again as they did last year, when a most at- 
tractive stand, designed by Mr. Joseph Emberton, drew 
many thousands of enquiries of all kinds, ranging from 
the tourist’s request for information to enquiries about 
transit of goods and sites for works. 


The Fair is to be held in London and Birmingham from 
February 16 to 27. 


PRACTICAL EMPIRE EXHIBITIONS. 
NOVEL MARKETING BOARD DISPLAY. 


A serious attempt to get away from the conventional in 
exhibition display is to be made next month (September) by 
the Empire Marketing Board. The Board will be an exhibi- 
tor, first at the Confectioners’, Bakers’ and Allied Traders’ 
Exhibition at the Agricultural Hall, which is to take place 
between September 6 and 12, and later at the Grocers’ 
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Exhibition. which is to be held in the same hall between 
September 20 and 26. 


SamMPLE Room as Arp TO TRADE. 


Instead of merely arranging a display, attractive though 
it may be, of the food products of the Home Country and the 
various Dominions and Colonies associated with it, the 
Board will devote the space at its disposal to the laying-out 
of a sample and sale room, modelled on the lines of a trade 
exchange, in which each of the Dominions and Colonies par- 
ticipating will have its own bench and shop window for the 
display of its goods. 

Great Britain and the Irish Free State, Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa and India will be 
represented at both the exhibitions; Scotland, Northern 
Ireland, Malaya, the British West Indies and East Africa 
will exhibit in the Grocers’ Exhibition only. 

The aim of the display, which in each exhibition covers 
some 3,500 square feet, is to reproduce as far as possible the 
atmosphere of an Eastcheap sale room. So far as is known, 
this has never before been attempted in an exhibition. It is 
hoped that it will appeal to other exhibitors as well as to 
trade visitors, and that the atmosphere will prove conducive 
to trade. Visitors are being invited, not only to avail them- 
selves of the opportunity offered of inspecting the various 
samples of Empire products on view, but also to treat the 
exhibit as ‘“‘ their own show.’’ This should be possible at 
both the Exhibitions as admission is limited to the trade. 


Adjoining the sale room there is to be a Club Room for 
the convenience of visitors, where appointments may be made 
to meet business friends, where letters may be written, and 
where the trade journals will be available. <A private inter- 
view room is also being provided. The Club Room is being 
reserved strictly for members of the trade, and admission 
will be by ticket or trade card only. 

Trade associations wishing to hold meetings at the Exhi- 
bitions can obtain the use of the Club Room free, on applica- 
tion to the Secretary of the Empire Marketing Board, or to 
the officer in charge of the Empire Marketing Board stand 
at the Agricultural Hall during the course of the 
Exhibition. 


BRITISH EMPIRE TRADE EXHIBITION, 
BUENOS AIRES. 


Owing to the greatly increased importance now assumed 
by the British Empire Exhibition, to be held at Buenos 
Aires in March and April, 1931, His Majesty’s Government 
have decided to treble the sum to be expended on their 
official participation in the Exhibition. 

This large increase, states a report received from the 
London office of the Exhibition, will allow a considerable 
part of the impressive British Government exhibits now 
being shown in the Antwerp Exhibition to be sent out and 
adequately displayed at Buenos Aires. 


The management of the Buenos Aires Exhibition have 
placed one of the finest buildings in their grounds at the 
disposal of the British Government, and the decorations of 
this hall and the arrangements of the exhibits will be in 
the hands of the Department of Overseas Trade. Those 
who remember the Wembley Exhibition will be interested 
to learn that one feature of the British Government 
Pavilion at Buenos Aires will be the large ‘‘ Map of the 
World ”’ with numerous minute models of ships travelling, 
apparently under their own guidance, from port to port 
across seas of real water. 


The desire of British manufacturers to exhibit in the 
Trade Sections of the Exhibition has been so great that it 
has been found necessary to provide more than double the 
covered space originally designed, and, although the 
grounds and buildings cover more than 25 acres, it will be 
difficult to fit in all who wish to participate. 


THE GROCERS’ EXHIBITION. 


The 34th International Grocers’, Provision Dealers’ and 
Allied Trades Exhibition will be held at the Royal Agricul- 
tural Hall, Islington, London, N., from September 20 to 26. 
It will open at 10 a.m. daily, closing at 5 p.m. on the first 
and last days, 8 p.m. on Monday and Tuesday, and 9 p.m. 
on Wednesday and Thursday. 


This Exhibition has become an annual institution of the 
grocery trade. It is attended by the principal grocers in the 
country who desire to keep themselves up to date in their 
own business. The exhibits are thoroughly representative of 
everything used and sold by the grocer, and a number of the 
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best-known firms in the world exhibit. Competitions at this 
Exhibition are numerous, and the awards are much coveted, 
both by masters and employees. 


NANTES COMMERCIAL EXHIBITION. 


A Report received in the Department of Overseas Trade 
from H.M. Consul at Nantes states that the Fourth Annual 
Commercial Exhibition held at Nantes, under the auspices 
of the President of the Republic, took place from April 3 to 
14 last. 

There were 1,200 exhibitors, and approximately 400,000 
persons visited the Exhibition, which is reported to have 
been successful. 


THe 1931 EXHIBITION. 


In connection with the 1931 Exhibition, to be held from 
April 2 to 13, the management has offered to devote a sec- 
tion, to be called the ‘‘ British Section,’’ exclusively to 
British firms provided that at least 10 to 12 firms enter, in 
which case a special pavilion may be set aside for the firms 
concerned. 

The exhibits will embrace machine tools, agricultural 
machinery, and, in general, those articles connected with 
the metallurgical industry. 

Other articles likely to create interest are preserves, jams, 
meats, fish, biscuits, toffee and other confectionery. 

A copy of the official programme, in French, giving a full 
range of the exhibits of the 1930 Exhibition, a book of rules 
for the 1931 Exhibition, and a specimen form of application 
may be seen upon application to the Department of Overseas 
Trade (Exhibitions and Fairs Division), Room 13, 2, Queen 
Anne’s Gate Buildings, London, S.W. 1.
